That she told "Red" Johnson, 


her sailor friend, and

Lindbergh's mother, Mrs. Dwight 
W. Morrow, the Monday which 
just preceded the fateful March 
1, when the baby was taken from 
its crib.

MORGENTHAU SEES 
MORE PUBLIC DEBT 


DURING NEXT YEAR 


ESTIMATES 
GOVERNMENT 


EXPENDITURES WILL BE 


$835,000,000 MONTH 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7. 


—Of)—Federal spending at 
the rate of $835,000,000 a 
month during the first six 
months of 1935, resulting in 
a current fiscal year deficit 
$4,869,418,338 and a gross 
debt peak of $31,086,633,- 
874, was forecast today by Secre- 
tary Morgenthau in the treasury's 
annual report to congress. 
It is estimated 
that 
expendi- 
tures for the year would be $8,- 
581,069,026, including 84,644,613,851 
for relief, offset by receipts of $3,- 
711,650,688. 


The predicted deficit would be 


$4,033,492,460 in excess of the ac- 
tual deficit at the end of the last 
fiscal year on June 30, 1934. 
The secretary foresaw a contin- 
uance of heavy operating losses 
due to emergency 
expenditures. 


He estimated that the treasury 
would go farther into debt during 
the fiscal year 1936 when expen- 
ditures would amount to $8,520,- 
413,609, offset in part by receipts 
of $3,991,904.639, resulting in a de- 
ficit of $3,528,508,970 and swelling 
the gross public debt to $34,238,- 
823,656.Emergencies 
Pared. 


A sharp paring down in emer- 


gency expenditure items in 1936 
was forecast, but an expected out- 
lay of $3,900,000,000 for "relief of 
unemployment" would bring the 
total of such expenditures to $4,- 
122,011,475, or only half a billion 
less than expected In the present 
fiscal period.

There was a temporary decline 
in output, in ^.he 
autumn 
and 


early winter, in response to an 
over-accumulation 
of 
Inventories 


during this period, but produc- 
tion again advanced during the 
last half of the fiscal year. In- 
dustrial output for the period as 
a whole, when measured by the 
federal reserve board index, was 
25 per cent greater than in the

In the budget message of last 


year I said, speakinr of the fis- 
cal year 1936, that 
we 
should 


plan to have a definitely balanced 
budget for the third year of re- 
covery and from that time on to 
seek a continued reduction of the 
national debt, 


Despite the substantial measure 


of recovery achieved since that 
statement was made, unemploy- 
ment is still large. The states 
and local units now provide a 
smaller proportionate share of re- 
lief than a year ago and the fed- 
eral government Is therefore call- 
ed upon to continue to aid in this 
necessary work. 


For this reason It is 
evident 
that that we have not yet reach- 
ed a point at which a complete 
balance of the budget can be ob- 
tained. I am, however, submit- 
ting to the congress a budget for 
the fiscal year 1936 which bal- 
ances except for expenditures to 
give work to the unemployed. If 
this budget receives the approval 
of the congress, the country will 
henceforth have 
the 
assurance 


that, with the single exception of 
this item, every current expendi- 
ture of whatever nature will be 
fully covered by our estimates of 
current receipts. Such deficit as 
ocur.s will be due solely to this 
cause, and it may be expected to 
decline as rapidly as private In- 
dustry is able to re-employ those 
who now are without work.

Income Tax Gain. 


The detailed estimates of reve- 


nues and receipts for 1936, shown 
in statement No. 1, Indicate a gain 
of $137,000,000 in the 
collections 


from Income tax over those for 
1935. This gain is due to antici- 
pated 
Improvement in business 


and to the upward revision 
of 


rates in the revenue act of 1934. 
The miscellaneous internal-revenue 
taxes for 1936 ara estimated to 
Increase some $143,000,000 over the 
collections for 
1935. 
This 
in- 


crease Is predicated on the as- 
sumption that the taxes termi- 
nating on June 30 and July 31, 
1935, will be extended by the con- 
gress, and also that the tax rates 
which would be reduced on June 
30, 1935, will be continued. Other- 
wise there will be a. reduction in 
the total estimated of miscellane- 
ous Internal-revenue taxes of $378,- 
000,000, thus'bringing the total es- 
timate down to $1,308,000,000, ex- 
cluding processing taxes. Customs 
are estimated to yield $298,004,000 
for 1936, representing a small in- 
crease of $11,000,000 over 1935. 
Miscellaneous revenues and other 
receipts are estimated to produce 
$250,000,000, a gain of about $23,- 
000,000 over 1935. 


While I do not consider It ad- 


visable at this time to propose 
any new or additional taxes for 
the fiscal year 1936, I do recom- 
mend that the 
congress 
take 


steps by suitable legislation to ex- 
tend the miscellaneous Internal- 
revenue taxes which under exist- 
ing law will expire next June or 
July, and also to maintain the 
current rates of these taxes which 
will be reduced next June.

Revenue Estimates. 


T'-.o revenue c-timates are em- 


phasized in t.'.is budget for the 
first time. These estimates are 
set 'forth in statement No. 1 in 
sufficient detail to show all the 
principal sources from which the 
government gets its income. Ac- 
companying this statement is a 
supporting text, which analyzes 
and gives the reasons for the 
1936 
estimates, 
and 
compares 


them, with those for 1935 and with 
the actual collections for 1934. 


Annexed budgets are set up for 


the major self-supporting or self- 
contained units of the 
govern- 


ment, namely, the postoffice de- 
partment, the Reconstruction Fl- 
ijanee Corporation, the Tennessee 
Valley authority, and the District 
of Columbia. The use of such 
budgets permits the receipts and 
expenditures of each 
of 
these 


units to be clearly and complete- 
ly presented in gross figures and 
in 
balanced forni, as has 
not 


hitherto been done. By following 
this method, the net figures for 
each unit, which may be either 
appropriation needs or surplus re- 
ceipts, are calculated 
and then 


carried ,to the 
general 
budget 


summary. Thus the financial re- 
quirements of these units are def- 
initely tied into the general bud- 
getary plan. 
The annexed bud- 


pets are therefore not in any sense 
independent or multiple budgets 
but simply integral parts of the 
government's general 
budget. 


Better Methods of Fiscal Control 


In order to promote more sat- 


isfactory methods 
of 
budgetary 


control in the government, I pro- 
pose this year to inaugurate the 
policy of having a summation of 
the budget prepared for publica- 
tion Immediately after the con- 
gress has acted on all financial 
matters. This summation will be 
ready on or before July 1, un- 
less the congress Is still in ses- 
sion. It Will be presented along 
the lines of the general budget 
summary and supporting sched- 
ules, including statements Nos. 
1 and 2, as shown in this bud- 
get. It will exhibit the revenue 
estimates, so revised by the treas- 
ury, as to reflect any changes in 
the economic situation during the 
preceding six or seven months 
and also any revisions made by 
the congress in the tax Jaws. It 
will provide a..complete summary 
of all appropriations and expendi- 
ture—authorizations made by the 
congre'js and related estimates of 
expenditures. Lastly, it will indi- 
cate the need for executive or 
administrative 
measures in con- 


trolling the execution of the bud- 
get during the fiscal year 1936. 


A substantial reduction in- the 


number of appropriation 
items 


would facilitate the exercise of 
budgetary 
control over expendi- 


tures and at the same time make 
for 'departmental 
economy. 
I, 


therefore, 
recommend that 
the 


congress establish a special joint 
committee to make a 
detailed 


study of the appropriation Items. 
in c'ach r»gular appropriation bill - 
with a view to greatly reducing 
the number of them, consistent 
with proper budgetary and Ac- 
counting requirements. 


It Is my belief that substantial 


^adherence to the general reconv 
mendations and total figures pre- 
sented in this budget will accom- 
plish three major objections:. (1)

Changes Throughout World. 


Throughout 
the world change 
Is the order of the day. 
In ev- 


ery 
nation 
economic problems, 


Jong In the making, have brought 


•ises of many kinds for which 
ihe masters of old practice and 
(theory were unprepared. In most 
nations social justice, no longer 


- distant ideal, has become a defl- 
' nlte goal, and ancient governments 
are beginnig to heed the call. 


Thus, the American people do 


Hot stand alone in the world in 
their desire for change. We seek 
it through 
tested 
liberal tradi- 


tions, 
through 
processes which 
retain all of the deep essentials 
of that republican form of rep- 
resentative government first giv- 
en to a troubled world by the 
United States. 


As the various parts in the pro- 
gram begun in the extraordinary 
cession of the 73rd congress shape 
themselves in practical adminis- 
tration, the. unity of our program 
reveals Itself to the nation. The 
'outlines of the new economic or- 
der, rising from the disintegration 
of the old, are apparent. We test 
what we have done as our mea- 
eures takn root, in the living tex- 
ture of lite. 
\Vn see where we 
have built wisely and where we 
.._can do si ill hotter. 


?rarroTrly Conceived. 
The attempt to make a distinc- 


tion between recovery 
and 
re- 


form 
is narrowly 
conceived ef- 


fort to substitute the appearance 
of reality for reality Itself. When 
a. man is convalescing from ill- 
ness " wisdom 
dictates not only 
cure of the symptoms but also re- 
^•jeval of their cause. 
It is important to recognize that 


while we seek to outlaw specific 
abuses, the 
American 
objective 


of today has an infinitely deep- 
er, finer and more lasting pur- 
pose than mere recession. Think- 
ing people in almost every coun- 
try in the world have come to 
realize certain fundamental diffi- 
culties 
with 
which 
civilization 
must reckon. 
Rapid changes— 


the machine age, the advent of 
universal and rapid communica- 
tion and many other new factors 
have brought new problems. Suc- 


• ceedlng generations have attempt- 
ed to keep pace by reforming in 
piecemeal 
fashion this or that 


attendant abuse. 
As 
a 
result, 
evils overlap and reform becomes 
confused 
and 
frustrated. 
We 


lose sight, from time to time, of 
our ultimate human objectives. 


Population Suffering. 


Let us, for a moment, strip from 


cur "simple purpose 
the 
confu- 


Bion that results from a multi- 
plicity of detail and from mil- 
lions 
of 
written 
and 
spoken 


•words. 


We 
find 
our population suf- 


- fiering 
from 
old 
Irregularities, 


little changed by past sporadic 
remedies. In spite of our efforts 
and In spite of our talk, we have 
not 
weeded out the, over-privi- 


leged and we have not effective- 
ly lifted up the under-privileged. 
Both of these manifestations of 
injustice have retarded happiness. 
No wise man has any intention 
of destroying what is known as 
the profit motive: Because by the 
profit motive we mean the right 
ibjr work to earn a decent liveli- 
hood for ourselves and for our 
families. 


Clear Mandate. 


We have, however, a clear man- 
date from the people, that Ameri- 
cans must forswear that concep- 
tion of the acquisition of wealth 
which, through excessive profits, 
creates undue private power over 
private affairs and. to our misfor- 
•tune, over public affairs as well. 
In building toward this end we 
do not destroy ambition nor do 
we seek to divide our wealth Into 
equal shares on stated occasions. 
We continue 
to 
recognize 
the 


greater 
ability of 
some to earn 


more than others. But we do as- 
sert that the anibltion of tho in- 
dividual to obtain for him and his 
a proper security, a reasonable 
leisure, 
and 
a 
decent 
living 


throughout life, is an ambition to 
be preferred to the appetite for 
great wealth and great power. 


I recall to your attention my 


messages to the congress last June 
in which I said—"Amon? our ob- 
jectives I place the security of the 
men, 
women and children of the 
nation first." 
That, remains our 


first and continuing ta.=k: anc) in 
a very real sensf 
overv 
major 


legislative enactment of this con- 
gress should be ,1 component part 
of it."Three Great Divisions. 
In 
defining 
Immediate 
factors 


which enter into our quest. I have 
spoken to the congress and the 
people of three great division?: 


1. 
The security of 
livelihood 


through the better use of the na- 
tional resources of the land in 
which we live. 


2. The security against the mt- 


,1or hazards and vicissitudes 
ot 
life. 


3. The security of decent homes. 
I am now ready to submit to the 


congress a broad program design- 
ed ultimately to establish all three 
of thesp factors of security— & 
program which because of 'many 
lost years will take many future 
years to fulfill. 


A study of our national 
re- 


sources, more comprehensive than 
any previously made, shows the 
vast amount of necessary 
and 
practicable work which needs to 
be done for the development and 
preservation of our natural wealth 
for the enjoyment and advantage 
of our people in generations to 
come. 
The sound use of land 
and water is far more comprehen- 
sive than the. mere planting 
of 
trees, building; of darns, distribut- 
ing of electricity or retirement of 
sub-marginal land. 
It recognizes 
that stranded populations, either 
in the country or the city, can 
not have security under the condi- 
tions that now surround them. 


Heady to Meet Problem. 


To this end we are ready to be- 


gin to meet this problem—tne in- 
telligent 
care 
of 
population 


throuhout our nation, in accord- 
ance with an intelligent distribu- 
tion of the means of livelihood for 
that populaton. A definite pro- 
gram for putting people to work, 
of which I shall speak in a mo- 
ment, is a component part of this 
greater program of security 
of 


livelihood through the better use 
of our national resources. 


Closely 
related to the broad 


problem of livelihood is that of se- 
curity against the major hazards 
of life. 
Here also a comprehen- 


sive survey of what has been at- 
tempted or accomplished in many 
nations and In many states proves 
to me that the time lias come for 
action 
bv the national 
govern- 
ment. I shall send to you, in a 
few 
clays, definite recommenda- 


tions based on these studies. These 
recommendations will cover the 
broad subjects of unemployment 
insurance and old age insurance, 
of benefits for children, for moth- 
ers, 
for the handicapped, for ma- 


ternity care and for other aspects 
of dependency and illness where a 
beginning can now be made. 
Better Homes. 


The Third Factor—Better homes 


for our people—has also been the 
subject 
of 
experimentation and 


study. 
Here, too, the first prac- 


tical steps can be made through 
the proposals which I shall sug- 
gest in relation to giving work 
to the unemployed. 


Whatever we plan and whatever 


we do should be in the light of 
these three clear objectives of 
security. 
We can not afford 
to 


lose valuable time in haphazard 
public policies which can not find 
a place in the broad outlines of 
these major purposes. 
In 
that 


spirit I come to an immediate 
issue made for us by hard and 
inescapable 
circumstances—the 


task or putting people to work. In 
the spring of 1933 the issue of 
destitution seemed to stand apart; 
today, in the light of experience 
and our new national policy, we 
find we can put people to work 
in ways which conform to, In- 
itiate and carry forward the broad 
principles of that policy. 


First 1933 Objective. 


The first objectives of emergen- 


cy legislation of 1933 were, to re- 
lieve destitution, to make it pos- 
sible for industry to operate in a 
more rational and orderly fash- 
ion, 
and to put behind industrial 


recovery the impulse of large ex- 
penditures in government under- 
takings. The purposes of the na- 
tional Industrial recovery act is 
to provide work for more people 
succeeded in a substantial manner 
within the first few months of 
its Ufa, and the act has continued 
to mainiain employment gains and 
greatly improved working condi- 
tions in industry. 


The program of public works 


provided for in the recovery act 
launched the federal government 
into a task for which there was 
little time to make preparation 
and little American experience to 
follow. 
Great 
employment 
has 


been given and Is being given by 
these works. 


More than two billions of dol- 


lars have also been expended in 
direct relief to the destitute. Lo- 
cal agencies of necesslt; determin- 
ed the recipients of this 
form 


of 
relief. 
With inevitable 
ex- 


ceptions the 
funds 
were spent 


by them with reasonable effici- 
ency as a result actual want of 
food and clothing in the great 
majority of cases has been over- 
come". 


Many Still Unemployed. 


But the stark fact before us is 


that great numbers still remain 
unemployed, 


A 
large 
proportion 
of 
these 


unemployed and their dependents 
have been forced 
on the 
relief 


rolls. 
The burden on the federal 


government has grown with great 
rapidity. We have here a human 
as well as an economic problem. 
When humane considerations are 
concerned, Americans give them 
precedence. 
The lessons of his- 


tory, confirmd 
by the 
evidence, 


immediately before me show con- 
clusively that continued depend- 
ence upon relief induces a spirit- 
ual and moral disintegration fun- 
damentally destructive to the na- 
tional fibre. 
To dole out relief 


in this \vi.y is to administer a nar- 
cotic, a subtle destroyer of the 
human spirit. It is inimical to tha 
dictates of sound policy. 
It is in 


violation 
of 
the 
traditions 
of 


Amerca. 
Work must be found 


for able bodied but destitute work- 
ers. 


The federal government 
must 


and shall quit this business of 
relief. 


I am not willing that the vi- 


tality of our people bo further 
sapped by the giving of cash, of 
market baskets, of a few hours of 
weekly work cutting grass, raking 
leaves or picking up papers in the 
public parks'. 
W 
must preserve 


not only the bodies of the unem- 
ployed from rteMltution but also 
their 
self-respect, 
their 
self-reli- 


ance and courage and determina- 
tion. 
This decision brings me to 


the problem nf what the govern- 
ment should do with approximate- 
ly five million unemployed 
now 


on th-? relief rolls. 


About one million and a half 


ot these belong to the 
group 


which in the past was depend- 
ent 
upon 
lof'al 
welfare 
efforts. 


Most of them are unable for one 
:'ea.c.on 
or 
another 
to maintain 


themselves independently—for the 
rnost part1, through no fault of 
their own. 
Such people, in 
the 


days before the great depression, 
were cared for by local efforts— 
by states, by counties, by towns, 
by cities, by churches 
and 
by I 


private welfare agenlces. 


Aid Local Agencies. 


It )s my thought that in the 


future they must be cared for 
as they were before. 
I stand 


ready through my own personal 
efforts, and through the public 
influence of the office that I 
hold, to help these local agencies 
to gat the means necessary to as- 
sume this burden. 


The security legislation which 
I shall propose to the congress 
will, I am confident, be of assist- 
ance to local effort in the care of 
this type of cases. Local respon- 
sibility can and will be resumed, 
for, 
after all, common sense tells 


us that the wealth necessary for 
this task existed and still ex- 
ists in th<! local community, and 
the dictates of sound administra- 
tion require that this responsi- 
bility be in the first instance 
a local one. 


There are however, an addition- 


al three and 
one half 
million 


employable people who are on 
relief. 
With them the problem 


is different and the responsibility 
is different. 
This group was the 


victim of a nation-wide depres- 
sion caused by conditions which 
were not local but national. The 
federal government is the only 
governmental agency with 
suffi- 


cient power and credit to meet 
this situation. We have assum- 
ed this task and 
shrink from it in 


we shall not 
the future. It 
is a duty dictated by every in- 
telligent consideration of nation- 
al policy to ask you to make it 
possible for 
the United States 


to give-employment to all of these 
three and one half million peo- 
ple employable now on 
relief, 


pending their absorption in a ris- 
ing tide of private employment. 


United Work Hans. 


It Is my thought that with the 


exception of certain of the nor- 
mal 
public 
building operations 


of the government, all emergency 
public works shall be united in 
a single new and greatly enlarged 
plan. 


With the establishment of this 


new system we can supersede the 
federal emergency relief admin- 
istration with a co-ordinated au- 
thority which will 
be 
charged 


with the orderly liquidation of our 
present relief activities and the 
substitution of a national chart for 
the giving cf work. 


This new program of emergen- 


cy public employment should be 
governed by a number of practi- 
cal principles. 


Governing Principles. 


(1J All work undertaken should 


be useful—not just for a day, or 
a year, but useful in the sense 
that 
If affords permanent 
im- 


prove.nenf. in living conditions or 
that it creates future new wealth 
for the nation. 


(2) Compensation on emergen- 


cy public projects should be in the 
form of security payments which 
should be larger than the amount 
now received as a relief 
dole, 


tut at the same time not so large 
as to encourage the rejection of 
opportunities for private employ- 
ment or the leaving of private 
employment to engage in govern- 
ment work. 


'3) projects should be under- 


taken on which a large percent- 
age of direct labor can be used. 


(4) Preference should be given 


to those projects which will be 
self-liquidating in the sense that 
there is a reasonable expectation 
that the government will get its 
money back at some future time. 


(5) The 
projects 
undertaken 


should be selected and planned so 
as to compete as little as possible 
with 
private 
enterprises. 
This 


suggests that if it were not for 
the necessity of giving useful work 
to the unemployed now on relief 
thes. projects in most instances 
wound not be now undertaken. 


Projects Taper Off. 


(6) The 
planning of projects 


would seek to assure work during 
the corning fiscal year to the in- 
dividuals now on relief, or until 
such time as private employment 
is available. 
In order to make 


adjustment to increasing private 
employment, work should be plan- 
ned with a view to tapering it off 
in proportion to the speed w|th 
which the emergency workers are 
offered positions with private em- 
ployers. 


(7) /'Effort should be made to 


locate projects where they will 
serve, the greatest unemployment 
needs' as shown by present relief 
rolls, and the broad program of 
the national 
resources 
board 


should be freely used for guid- 
ance in selection. 
Our ultimate 


objective 
being the enrichment 


of human lives, the government 
has the primary duty to use its 
emergency expenditures as much 
as" possible to serve those who 
cannot secure the advantages of 
private capital. 


Ever since the adjournment of 


the 73rd congress, the administra- 
tion has been studying from ev- 
ery angle the possibility and the 
practicability 
of new 
forms 
of 


employment. As a result of these 
studies I have arrived at certain 
very definite convictions as to the 
amount of money that will be 
necessary for the sort of public 
projects that I have described. 
I shall submit these figures in 
my budget message. 
I 
assure 


you now they will be within the 
sound credit of the government. 


Work Covers Wide Field. 
This work will cover a wide 


field including clearance of slums, 
which for adequate reasons can 
not 
be 
undertaken 
by private 


capital; in rural housing of sev- 
eral kinds, where, again, private 
capital is unable to function; in 
rural electrification; 
on the re- 


forestation 
of the great water- 


sheds of the nation; in an inten- 
sified 
program 
to prevent soil 


erosion and to 
reclaim blighted 
areas; in improving existing road 
systems and in constructing na- 
tional highways designed to handle 
modern traffic; in the elimination 
of grade crossings; in the exten- 
sion and enlargement of the suc- 
cessful work of the civilian con- 
servation 
corps; 
in 
non-federal 


work, mostly self-liquidating and 
highly useful to local divisions of 
government; and on many others 
which the nation needs and can 
not pfford to neglect. 


This is the method which I pro- 


pose to you in order that we may 
better 
meet 
this 
present 
day 


pa-oblem 
of 
unemployment. 
Its 


greatest advantage is that it fits 
logically 
and 
usefully 
into 
the 


long range permanent policy of 
providing th_ three types of se- 
curity which constitute as a whole 
an Amsrlcan plan for the Ameri- 
can people.

of government, and improvement 
in our taxation forms and meth- 
ods.We have already begun to feel 
the bracing effect upon our eco- 
nomic system of a restored agri- 
culture. 
The 
hundreds of mil- 


lions of additional income that 
farmers are receiving is flndng 
ts way into the channels of trade. 
The farmers' share of the national 
income is slowly rising. The eco- 
nomic facts justify the widespread 
opinion of those engaged in agri- 
culture that our provision 
for 


maintaining a balanced production 
gave at this time the most ade- 
quate remedy for an 
old and 


vexing problem. For the present 
and especially in view of abnor- 
mal world conditions, agricultural 
adjustment with certain necessary 
improvements in methods shouW 
continue. 


Praises Public Servants. 
It seems appropriate to call at- 
tention at this time to the fine 
spirit shown during the past year 
by our public servants. 
I can 


not praise too highly the cheerful 
work of the, civil service employes, 
and of those temporarily working 
for tne government. Asj for those 
thousands in our various public 
agencies spread 
throughout 
the 


country who, without compensa- 
tion, agreed to take over heavy re- 
sponsibilities in connection with 
our various loan agencies and par- 
ticularly In direct relief work, I 
can not sav too much, i do not 
think any country could show a 
higher average of cheerful 
and 


even enthusiastic team-work than 
has been shown by these men and 
women. 


I can Hot with candor tell you 
that general International relation- 
ships outside our borders are im- 
proved. On the surface of things 
many old -fealousies are resurrect- 
ed, old passions aroused: 
new 


strivings for armament and pow- 
er, in more than one land, rear 
their ugly heads. 
I hope that 


calm counsel 
and 
constructive 
leadership will provide the steady- 
ing influence and the time neces- 
sary for the coming of new 
ana 


more practical forms of represen- 
tative government throughout the 
world wherein privilege will oc- 
cupy a lesser place and welfare a 
greater. 


Praises National Attitude. 
I believe, hwever, that our own 


peaceful and neighborly attitude 
towards other nations is coming 
to be understood and appreciated. 
The maintalnance of international 
peace is a matter in which we are 
deeply and unselfishly concerned. 
Evidence of our persistent 
and 


undeniable desire to prevent arm- 
ed conflict has recently been more 
than once afforded. 


There is no ground for appre- 
hension that 
oui- 
relations with 


any nation will be etherise than 
peaceful. 
Nor is 
there 
ground 


for doubt that the people of most 
nations seek relief from the threat 
and burden attaching to the false 
theory that extravagant armament 
can not be reduced and limited by 
international accord. 


The ledger of the past year 


shows many more gains than loss- 
es. Let us not forget that, in ad- 
dition to saving millions from ut- 
ter 
destitution,- child 
labor has 


been for the moment outlawed, 
thousands of homes saved to their 
owners and most important of all. 
the morale of the nation has been 
restored. 
Viewing the year 1934 
as a whole, you and I can agree 
that we have a generous measure 
of reasons for Riving thanks. 


It Is not empty optimism that 


moves me to a strong hope in the 
coming year. We can. if we will, 
mako 1935 a genuine period or 
good feeling, sustained bv a sense 
of 
purposeful 
progress. 
Beyond 
the material recovery, I sense a 
spiritual recovery as well. 
The 


people of America are turning as 
never before to these permanent 
values that are not limited to the 
physical obpectives of life. There 
are growing signs of this on every 
hand. In the face of these spirit- 
ual impulses we are sensible 
of 


the 
divine providence to which 


nations turn now. as always, for 
guidance and fostering care.

Sarah Hughes 
of 
Dallas 
will 


press for passage of an income 
tax law at the regular session 
of the Texas legislature and ad- 
vocates of a sales tax must cir- 
cumvent her plans If they are to 
be successful. 


Mrs. Hughes is a foe of the 
sales tax and will use her bill 
to block that proposition. 
En- 


actment pf an income tax would 
be about as effective a bar to 
the sales tax as could be de- 
vised. 


The Dallas woman has laid the 


ground work for her campaign. 
She intends ±o get her bill in ear- 
ly so it will have a low number 
and ba assured of early action 
at least in the house. Many bills 
with hugh numbers are strangled 
to death in the closing days of a 
session because of rules that re- 
quire a two-thirds vote to sus- 
pend the calendar of business. 


Secured House Approval. 


Mrs. Hughes and her associates 


succeeded in the last regular ses- 
sion, 
after 
much 
parliamentary 


maneuvering, in obtaining house 
approval of an income tax bill 
patterned after that of the fed- 
eral government. 
It 
levied on 


tho incomes of both individuals 
and corporations. 


In that session the sales tax 


was a paramount issue and had 
the hearty support of the Fergu- 
son administration. 
The income 


tax was regarded as an alterna- 
tive by the house. 
The house 


passed the sales tax by a slight 
majority but it ran into serious 
opposition in the senate and never 
gained floor consideration. 


Income Tax More Equitable. 
Mrs. Hughes is convinced the 


income tax is more equitable than 
the sales tax. She asserts the 
sales tax is a scheme through 
vhlch large corporations would be 
relieved of huge sums in taxes 
that would be passed on to the 
consuming public. 
Mrs. Hughes 


believes a sales tax is the last 
resort of a desperate government 
and "is contrary to all democratic 
principles. 


The campaign declarations 
of 


James V. Allred, governor-elect, 
that he would veto a 
general 


sales tax appear to have taken 
some of the wind out of the sails 
of those supporting this propo- 
sition. Even with the 
treasury 


in such a sad plight it is doubt- 
ful if Allred would disregard his 
promises and junk 
a 
specific 


platform declaration of the demo- 
cratic party. 


House sentiment against a sales 


tax likely will be .as strong in 
the 
44th legislature as it was 


in the 43rd. Strong support of a 
sales tax was manifest, however, 
at hearings of the senate tax in- 
quiry 
committee 
recently, 
indi- 


cating that the proposal is far 
from dead.

Slaughter, district agent for' the 
emergency crop loan divisio'n of 
the Farm Credit Administration, 
but no information has been avail- 
able. 


Mr. Slaughter declared that no 
instructions had been received and 
no federal funds were available 
for making such loans, and some 
SO to 60 days must elapse before 
the necessary congressional action 
can be taken. 


The district agent said all infor- 


mation he had received was ap- 
parently favorable to the contin- 
uation of the loan 
policy, al- 
though high officials announced 
in 1934 that the practice would 
be discontinued after that year. 
Mr. Slaughter suggested

CRIME PROBERS CRITICIZE 
ATTITUDE FEDERAL GOV- 


ERNMENT IN TEXAS 


AUSTIN, Jan. S.—(IP)—Sale 
of 


illicit liquor in Texas has reached 
a new high; officers 
in 
many 


cases are openly operating saloons 
and flaunting state laws and pro- 
hibition is so unpopular that of- 
fic«rs and the public refuse to 
enforce it, the senate crime in- 
vestigating 
committee 
reported 
today. 


"It is undisputed that there is 


mor'e whiskey sold illegally in 
Texas now than ever has been," 
the report stated. "This 
shows 


conclusively that the liquor laws 
are unpopular with the public and 
that the officers and the people 
refuse to enforce them." 


In a great number of places of- 


ficers have an interest in the li- 
quor business and in some cases 
openly operate saloons, the in- 
vestigators 
reported. 


"There is in connection with 
the saloons all kinds of gambling 
devices and girls as young as 16 
years of age dispense hard li- 
quor. The saloons are operating 
24 hours a day- and every day in 
the week. They are visited by 
women and minors and many of 
them are frequented by question- 
able characters."

New and Enlarged Plan 
For Work Relief Given 
Congress By President

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—W—A "new and greatly 


enlarged plan" of work relief was proposed to congress 
today by President Roosevelt. 


Without estimating the cost or going into great detail, 


he declared that instead of continuing outright doles, the 
government should put .3,500,000.unemployed to work at 
slum clearance, elimination of grade crossings and other 
permanent public works. He assured that the figures to 
be proposed for this in his budget message next Monday 
would "be within the sound credit of the government." 


Addressing the senate and house in joint session, he 


reaffirmed his belief in the "profit motive"; but warned 
against wealth "which, through excessive profits, creates 
undue private power over private affairs, and, to our 
misfortune, over public affairs as well." 


Calvert 
claimed 


hat as nearly as could be ascer- 
ained approximately 600 families 
would be dropped from the coun- 
:y relief rolls on February 1, and 
that after that time the board 
would have ho further responsibil- 
ty with them. 
She asked

Mr. Mitchell stated that the 
concensus of opinion was that the 
care should be taken up bv com- 
munities in line with the presi- 
dent's suggestion.

Rev. J. F. Adams of the Elev- 
enth Avenue Methodist church, 
stated that his church and other 
churches would be willing to as- 
sume the aiding of their respect- 
ive cases as far as possible. 
A suggestion that case records 
be supplied the community agen- 
cies assuming the work was . met 
with the reply by Mrs. Warnkin 
that the complete records would 
not be supplied in any case for 
any reason, but that eventually 
the relief board would .be glad to 
supply a summary of the' case to 
the agency taking over the re- 
sponsibility.
